Notice is hereby given that the Fiscal Court of Pendleton County Kentucky 
at a meeting to be held at 7:00 PM on April 9, 2013 , in the Pendleton 
County Fiscal Court Chambers, 233 Main Street, Falmouth, Kentucky 
41040, will give first reading and will be consider for passage on April 23, 
2013 and enactment the following Ordinance: 

ORDINANCE NO._ 

This Ordinance shall apply to all areas of special flood hazard within the ju¬ 
risdiction of Unincorporated Pendleton County, as identified by the Federal 
Insurance Administration, and mandates that no structure or land in said 
areas shall hereafter be located, or extended, converted or structurally altered 
without compliance with its provisions; requires the obtaining of a permit 
from the County Judge/Executive/Mayor as administrator and the Ken¬ 
tucky Division of Water; permitting of manufactured homes within areas 
of special flood hazard; requires that all new construction and substantial 
improvements be constructed with materials and utility equipment resistant 
to flood damage; provides that in all areas of special flood hazard, the lowest 
floor of any residential structure constructed or substantially improved shall 
have the lowest floor elevated to or above base flood elevation; and provides 
penalties of $ 250.00 or imprisonment of not more that 30 days for each 
day a violation of this Ordinance continues.

That man, 
though he sees others dying all 
around him believes that he him¬ 
self will die.” We should take 
comfort in the observations.

The minister was old and 
indicated that he would walk up 
the hill. I could tell by his breath¬ 
ing that there was a possibility 
that he would not make it to the 
top of the hill. Several older 
ladies accompanied him. They 
were clad in long dresses and 
those old dark wool stockings 
that reached to eternity. 

When we got to the grave site 
the old minister was breathing 
heavily. I thought, “oh good! He 
won’t be able to preach too long.” 
I was mistaken. 

A light rain began and the 
wind picked up. There was no 
funeral tent, only a few chairs. 

When the people gathered, 
the undertaker opened the casket 
which rested on planks above the 
grave. The deceased had a beard 
and it began to move with the 
wind. It almost seemed as if he 
were coming alive. Drops of rain 
stood on the bridge of his nose 
and forehead. After viewing, 
those in attendance found chairs 
and the service began. 

The minister said, “Now you 


ladies stand up and lead us in a 
couple of hymns.” The ladies 
began and the old minister 
joined in, even though he was a 
terrible singer. 

He began his sermon with, 
“Now I didn’t know this man, so 
I can’t say anything about him. 
Did any of you know him?” 

Two or three of the ladies got 
up and claimed kin and told a bit 
of information about the man. 

The preacher began his ser¬ 
mon with prayer and a long 
reading from the Bible. Even 
though he lacked wind because 
of emphysema, he would stop, 
rest, and begin again. He 
preached about the fires of Hell. 

He finally looked back, and 
there were three of the young 
guys who were the grave diggers, 
smoking cigarettes. He stopped 
and looked directly at the young 
smokers and sternly said, “You 
young guys keep on smoking 
those old cigarettes, and you will 
end up just like me; you think its 
fun now, but it won’t be later!” 

He ended his sermon with a 
prayer, the casket was closed, and 
those in attendance moved slow¬ 
ly down the hill. 

My friend knew the grave 
diggers. He and I hung around 
to assist them with the burial. 
They shared their cigarettes with 
us, and even had a cooler of 
refreshments near.

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Recently a new Pope was elect¬ 
ed by Roman Catholic Cardinals 
from across the world. Catholics 
have enthusiastically applauded 
the selection of Cardinal Jorge 
Mario from Argentina who chose 
the name Pope Francis after the 
venerated St. Francis of Assisi. His 
choice of Francis as his Popery 
name has caused many outside the 
Catholic faith to respond positive¬ 
ly because of what St. Francis 
believed and espoused as a friar 
and preacher in the Catholic 
Church. We will circle back to St 
Francis Assisi and close our discus¬ 
sion in this article with this 
remarkable man who preached to 
birds who would land on his 
shoulders and listen to his dis¬ 
course, unafraid. 

In addition to adopting the 
Francis name, the new pope was 
warmly praised in the press for his 
simple lifestyle, living in an apart¬ 
ment heated with a stove and for 
cooking his own meals when his 
position could have provided a 
much more lavish lifestyle. Along 
the same line, he rode the bus to 
work when he could have had a 
chauffeur and a limousine. He said 
that he wanted a poor church serv¬ 
ing the poor, and this made a lot of 
sense to many who see the opu¬ 
lence of the Vatican as an anathe¬ 
ma to what Christ taught.

Mother Teresa. He urged the 
church to get involved with those 
who were down and out, to open 
their doors, to rub shoulders with 
sinners. 

Randall Woodard, associate 
professor of theology at Saint Leo 
University, near Hudson, Florida, 
said “It’s a great time for dialogue 
with non-Catholics and non- 
Christians. He (Pope Francis) rep¬ 
resents the fullness of what Cathol¬ 
icism is; the symbolism behind his 
name is simplicity of life—hum¬ 
ble, simple and a concern and 
compassion for the poor.” 

But all is not so positive about 
the Catholic Church and its new 
leader. The black eye is the sexual 
abuse in North America, particu¬ 
larly in the Pacific Northwest in 
schools run by Jesuits. In 2011, 
the Jesuits had 450 cases of child 
molestation of Native Alaskan and 
Native Americans and paid out 
166 million dollars in charges. 
Victims want the cardinals who 
help cover up these sins to come 
clean and defrock all the priests 
who are guilty of this egregious 
malpractice. 

We also say that this practice 
has hurt the cause of Christianity, 
whether Catholic or Protestant. 

And, it appears that Pope Fran¬ 
cis will be more open to allowing 
the truth be told in open sunlight 
for he urges journalists to view the 
church not as a political entity but 
rather as “spiritual human institu¬ 
tion with its virtues and its sins. 


The church exists to communicate 
truth, goodness, and beauty,” he 
said. 

To close, we return to where we 
began with Saint Francis, the most 
popular of all Christian saints. He 
was a former soldier who grew to 
hate war. He was known for his 
compassion and his desire to learn 
from others. He was known for his 
desire to build bridges of reconcili¬ 
ation and healing. Facing almost 
certain death if he ventured into a 
Muslim army camp, he went 
unarmed to meet Al-Kamil, leader 
of Egyptian Muslims. Together 
they forged a mutual respect, and 
Francis proclaimed, “Christians 
can live peacefully with Muslims.” 

From a well-to-do family, he 
renounced creature comforts and 
lived with beggars and the poor. 
He was the patron saint of animals 
and the environment. Animals 
were his brothers and sisters; he 
related to them extraordinarily. 
Nature to Saint Francis was a mir¬ 
ror of God. 

He died at the age of 44 in 
1226 AD from the wounds of 
stigmata and other complicating 
health issues. 

This does not mean that Pope 
Francis will be a carbon copy of 
Saint Francis, but the fact that he 
assumed his name indicates hat he 
admired his predecessor and will 
emulate him in some major ways. 
In a world that hungers for moral 
and spiritual leadership, we may 
have a Sister Teresa in the making!

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April is Autism Awareness 


Autism spectrum disorder 
(ASD) and autism are both gen¬ 
eral terms for a group of complex 
disorders of brain development. 
These disorders are characterized, 
in varying degrees, by difficulties 
in social interaction, verbal and 
nonverbal communication and 
repetitive behaviors. They include 
autistic disorder, Rett syndrome, 
childhood disintegrative disorder, 
pervasive developmental disor- 
der-not otherwise specified 
(PDD-NOS) and Asperger syn¬ 
drome. With the May 2013 pub¬ 
lication of the new DSM-5 diag¬ 
nostic manual, these autism sub- 
types will be merged into one 
umbrella diagnosis of ASD. 


ASD can be associated with 
intellectual disability, difficulties 
in motor coordination and atten¬ 
tion and physical health issues 
such as sleep and gastrointestinal 
disturbances. Some persons with 
ASD excel in visual skills, music, 
math and art. 

Autism appears to have its 
roots in very early brain develop¬ 
ment. However, the most obvious 
signs of autism and symptoms of 
autism tend to emerge between 
two and three years of age. Autism 
Speaks continues to fund research 
on effective methods for earlier 
diagnosis, as early intervention 
with proven behavioral therapies 
can improve outcomes. Increas¬ 


ing autism awareness is a key 
aspect of this work and one in 
which our families and volunteers 
play an invaluable role. 

How Common Is Autism? 

Autism statistics from the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) identify 
around 1 in 88 American chil¬ 
dren as on the autism spectrum-a 
ten-fold increase in prevalence in 
40 years. Careful research shows 
that this increase is only partly 
explained by improved diagnosis 
and awareness. Studies also show 
that autism is four to five times 
more common among boys than 
iris. An estimated 1 out of 34 
oys and 1 in 252 girls are diag¬

nosed with autism in the United 
States. 

ASD affects over 2 million 
individuals in the U.S. and tens 
of millions worldwide. Moreover, 
government autism statistics sug¬ 
gest that prevalence rates have 
increased 10 to 17 percent annu¬ 
ally in recent years. There is no 
established explanation for this 
continuing increase, although 
improved diagnosis and environ¬ 
mental influences are two reasons 
often considered. 

What Causes Autism? 

Not long ago, the answer to 
this question would have been 
“we have no idea.” Research is 
now delivering the answers. First 
and foremost, we now know that 
there is no one cause of autism 
just as there is no one type of 
autism. Over the last five years, 
scientists have identified a num¬ 
ber of rare gene changes, or muta¬ 
tions, associated with autism. A 
small number of these are suffi¬ 
cient to cause autism by them¬ 
selves. Most cases of autism, how¬ 
ever, appear to be caused by a 
combination of autism risk genes 
and environmental factors influ¬ 
encing early brain development. 

In the presence of a genetic 
predisposition to autism, a num¬ 
ber of nongenetic, or “environ¬ 
mental,” stresses appear to further 
increase a child’s risk. The clearest 
evidence of these autism risk fac¬ 
tors involves events before and 
during birth. They include 
advanced parental age at time of 
conception (both mom and dad), 
maternal illness during pregnancy 
and certain difficulties during 
birth, particularly those involving 


periods of oxygen deprivation to 
the baby’s brain. It is important 
to keep in mind that these fac¬ 
tors, by themselves, do not cause 
autism. Rather, in combination 
with genetic risk factors, they 
appear to modestly increase risk. 

A growing body of research 
suggests that a woman can reduce 
her risk of having a child with 
autism by taking prenatal vita¬ 
mins containing folic acid and/or 
eating a diet rich in folic acid (at 
least 600 meg a day) during the 
months before and after concep¬ 
tion. 

Increasingly, researchers are 
looking at the role of the immune 
system in autism. Autism Speaks 
is working to increase awareness 
and investigation of these and 
other issues, where further 
research has the potential to 
improve the lives of those who 
struggle with autism. 

What Does It Mean to Be “On 
the Spectrum?” 

Each individual with autism is 


unique. Many of those on the 
autism spectrum have exceptional 
abilities in visual skills, music and 
academic skills. About 40 percent 
have average to above average 
intellectual abilities. Indeed, 
many persons on the spectrum 
take deserved pride in their dis¬ 
tinctive abilities and “atypical” 
ways of viewing the world. Oth¬ 
ers with autism have significant 
disability and are unable to live 
independently. About 25 percent 
of individuals with ASD are non¬ 
verbal but can learn to communi¬ 
cate using other means. Autism 
Speaks’ mission is to improve the 
lives of all those on the autism 
spectrum. For some, this means 
the development and delivery of 
more effective treatments that 
can address significant challenges 
in communication and physical 
health. For others, it means 
increasing acceptance, respect 
and support.

Compare award letters to find best college deals 


By now, most high school 
seniors should have completed 
the college application process 
and will begin receiving financial 
aid award letters. Seniors and 
their parents should compare 
those letters to find the one that 
offers the best financial aid pack¬ 
age, the Kentucky Higher Educa¬ 
tion Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) advises. 

The letter will usually show 
the total cost of attendance - what 
it costs to go to that school for 
one school year, including tuition, 


fees, room, meals, books, sup¬ 
plies, transportation and personal 
expenses. 

It may also show how much 
the student’s family is expected to 
pay toward those costs, the 
expected family contribution 
(EFC). The EFC is subtracted 
from the total cost of attendance 
to get a student’s financial need. 
The letter will then list various 
sources of financial aid offered to 
pay for the costs not covered by 
the EFC. Students can accept or 
reject any or all of those proposed 


sources. 

One consideration is how 
much of the aid being offered is 
in federal student loans, which 
will have to be paid back after a 
student finishes school. If the 
package includes federal loans 
and isn’t enough to pay all 
expenses, students may be look¬ 
ing at a private education loan. 
Comparison shopping is a must 
in that case. Students and parents 
may visit www.kheaamarketplace.

You must be honest with 
yourself when completing your 
budget. If you write down every¬ 
where you spend money over a 
month’s time, you will get a clear 
picture of your wasteful spend¬ 


ing. Once you know where your 
weaknesses with money are, you 
can work on correcting them. If 
you have more expenses than you 
have income to cover, your 
income will have to go up, or 
your expenses will have to go 
down.

Moving Houseplants Outside; 

Good Care of Hanging Baskets 

Moving houseplants outside in 
late spring or early summer is good 
for them; they get better air circu¬ 
lation and light exposure. This also 
is a good time to repot your con¬ 
tainer-bound plants. 

Wait to move plants outdoors 
until at least mid- to late-May, or 
when the weather is consistently 
warm. Since most houseplants 
have a tropical origin, tempera¬ 
tures below 40 to 45 degrees Fahr¬ 
enheit might damage them. 

Even if you know a particular 
plant prefers high-light conditions, 
don’t immediately put it or any 
houseplants in direct sunlight out¬ 
doors because they will need time 
to adjust to a higher light intensity. 
Instead, gradually increase the 
amount plants receive by first 
moving them under a covered 
patio or large shade tree for seven 
to 10 days. If you notice foliage 
bleaching or burning, reduce the 
amount of sunlight for another 
week or so before moving a plant 
to a more intense light location. 

As your houseplants receive 
more light, most will require more 
water and will benefit from 
increased application of a general- 
purpose, houseplant fertilizer. 

To test soil moisture, stick your 
finger into the first few inches of 
soil; if it feels dry, water the plant. 
When applying fertilizer, always 
follow the label instructions for 
the amount of fertilizer and water 
to use and application frequency. 

It’s a good idea to check for 
pest problems on your houseplants 
outdoors so you can control the 
situation before it gets out of hand. 
Always read pesticide label direc¬ 
tions to be sure the product is 
labeled for your houseplants. 


Insecticidal soap is an environ¬ 
mentally-friendly, effective prod¬ 
uct that will take care of most 
houseplant pests. 

Hanging Baskets 

If that hanging basket plant 
you got for Mother’s Day has the 
doldrums, a regular diet of plant 
food and water will rejuvenate it in 
no time. 

Inadequate fertility is a com¬ 
mon problem in hanging baskets 
because plants eventually use all 
fertilizer in the soil. Most hanging 
baskets need to be fertilized every 
one to two weeks during the peak 
growing season. Use a houseplant 
fertilizer according to the manu¬ 
facturer’s recommended level. 

Hanging baskets also need to 
be frequently watered. How often 
depends on how much shade and 
rainfall they receive. Some baskets 
need water every day or every 
other day, while others might need 
water only every three to four 
days. Check soil moisture to a 
depth of several inches with your 
finger. 

Regardless of how often you 
water a hanging basket, be sure to 
do it thoroughly so you see water 
dripping from drainage holes. 

You can rejuvenate hanging 
baskets by cutting back leggy 
plants. Pruning one-third to one- 
half the stem length will force new 
growth, causing plants to branch 
out more and flower again. Ade¬ 
quate fertility is critical in this situ¬ 
ation because removing stems 
eliminates nutrients stored in plant 
tissues.

Secondhand smoke contains 250 known toxins 


An estimated 21% of all 
adults (45 million people) smoke 
cigarettes in the United States. 1 
Secondhand smoke, also known 
as environmental tobacco smoke, 
is a complex mixture of gases and 
particles that include smoke from 
the burning cigarette, cigar, or 
pipe tip (sidestream smoke), and 
exhaled mainstream smoke. Sec¬ 
ondhand smoke contains at least 
250 known toxic chemicals, 
including more than 50 that can 
cause cancer.2 Secondhand 
smoke causes heart disease and 
lung cancer in nonsmoking 
adults and a number of health 
conditions, including sudden 
infant death syndrome (SIDS) 
and respiratory infections, in 
children. 3 

More than 126 million non¬ 
smoking Americans continue to 
be exposed to secondhand smoke 
in homes, vehicles, workplaces, 
and public places. Most exposure 
to tobacco smoke occurs in 
homes and workplaces. Almost 
60% of U.S. children aged 3—11 
years—or almost 22 million chil¬ 
dren—are exposed to second¬ 
hand smoke according to the 
Centers to Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

As stated in the 2006 report 
of the Surgeon General, The 
Health Consequences of Invol¬ 
untary Exposure to Tobacco 
Smoke, There is no safe level of 
exposure to secondhand smoke. 

Secondhand smoke can cause 
immediate damage as well as 
contribute to the development of 
numerous diseases, including 
cancer and heart disease. 

Secondhand Smoke and 
Cancer Facts 

• Science has revealed 69 
chemicals in secondhand smoke 


that are known to cause cancer, 
and research continues. 

• Non-smokers who are 
exposed to secondhand smoke at 
home or work increase their risk 
of lung cancer by 20 to 30 per¬ 
cent. 

• According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
approximately 3400 non-smok¬ 
ers die every year from lung can¬ 
cer caused by secondhand smoke. 

• Studies have shown that 
sidestream smoke contains two 
to five times the amount of some 
carcinogens in cigarette smoke as 
mainstream smoke. 

• Toxic chemicals in second¬ 
hand smoke damage cells, which 
can put them at risk for becom¬ 
ing cancerous now or in the 
future. 

• Research has shown that 
secondhand smoke depresses the 
function of some antioxidants 
that help repair cell damage, 
including that caused by smok¬ 
ing. 

How Secondhand Smoke Can 
Affect the Heart 

• Secondhand smoke contrib¬ 
utes to coronary heart disease. 

• Approximately 46,000 heart 
disease deaths in American non¬ 
smoking adults are attributable 
to secondhand smoke exposure. 

• Nonsmokers who breathe in 
secondhand smoke regularly 
increase their risk of heart disease 
by 25 to 30 percent. 

• Breathing in secondhand 
smoke causes immediate changes 
to the cardiovascular system in 
ways that increase the risk for a 
heart attack in people with exist¬ 
ing heart disease. 

The Risks of Secondhand 
Smoke to Children 

• Low birth-weight for gesta¬ 


tional age. 

• Sudden Infant Death Syn¬ 
drome (SIDS)- children whose 
mothers smoked during preg¬ 
nancy have an increased risk of 

SIDS. 

• The EPA estimates that sec¬ 
ondhand smoke is responsible for 
between 150,000 and 300,000 
respiratory infections like bron¬ 
chitis and pneumonia in Ameri¬ 
can children under the age of 18 
months annually. 

• Asthma - According to the 
EPA, between 200,000 and 
1,000,000 kids with asthma have 
their condition worsened by sec¬ 
ondhand smoke every year. Also, 
passive smoking may also be 
responsible for thousands of new 
cases of childhood asthma every 
year. 

• School-aged children who 
breathe in secondhand smoke are 
at increased risk for coughs, 
wheezing and breathlessness. 

• Middle ear infections - 
exposure to secondhand smoke 
causes buildup of fluid in the 
middle ear, resulting in 700,000 
to 1.6 million physician office 
visits yearly. 

Secondhand smoke is serious 
business, and should be a con¬ 
cern for anyone who breathes it 
in. Non-smokers inhaling sec¬ 
ondhand smoke share some of 
the health risks smokers face. 
But smokers do face the worst of 
it - the risks of smoking are com¬ 
pounded by breathing cigarette 
smoke in for a second time. 

Don't underestimate the dan¬ 
gers of secondhand smoke. While 
it may not kill as many people as 
smoking does, it is toxic and 
claims thousands of lives every 
year around the world.
